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Skyjackers Reach Algiers 
With $1 Million Ransom 


ALGIERS (AP) — A U.S. air­ 
liner landed in Algiers today 
with the hijackers who seized it 
and the $1 million ransom they 
collected. The crew later flew 
the plane to Barcelona en route 
back to the United States. 
Algerian officials questioned 
the hijackers for two hours at 
the airport, then took them 
away. The three men who com- 
andeered the jet were accom­ 
panied by two women and three 
children, U.S. officials said. 
Police also questioned the 
eight crew members of the Del­ 
ta Air Lines DC8 before letting 
the airliner begin the flight 
home. The crew will remain 
overnight in Barcelona. 
Eld ridge Cleaver, Don Cox 
and Pete O’Neil, the Black 
Panthers who have taken ref­ 
uge in Algiers, came to the air­ 
port but were not allowed to 
speak to the hijackers. 
Allan Davis, acting head of 
the American diplomatic mis­ 
sion in Algiers, was on hand 
when the arliner landed. 
The FBI said three men from 
Detroit tok over the Delta air­ 
liner Monday on a flight from 
Detroit to Miami. The hijack­ 
ers, reportedly armed, were ac­ 
companied by two women and 
three children. 
The hijackers let the 87 other 
passengers get off at Miami 
and took aboard a suitcase con­ 
taining the $1 million ransom, 
which had been collected from 
Miami banks. With a crew of 
seven, the DC8 flew to Boston, 
loaded fuel and food and took 
aboard an international naviga­ 
tor. Then it flew to Algeria. 
The eight passengers, all 
from Detroit, who remained on 
the plane were identified by the 


FBI in Detroit as Larry Bur­ 
gess, Jean McNair, Yahari and 
Ayona McNair, both children; 
Joyce Tillerson, a child named 
K e n y a 
Tillerson, 
Melvin 
McNair, and Harry Singleton. 
Burgess was listed on the 
Delta passenger list as Rev. L. 
Burgess. 
There was speculation that 
the Algerian government would 
return the $1 million as well as 
the plane. In a similar case two 
months 
ago. 
an 
American 
couple hijacked a Western Air­ 
lines Boeing 720 to Algiers after 
collecting $300,000. The Alge­ 
rians seized the ransom money 
and returned it to the United 
States, but the two hijackers 
are still in Algiers awaiting a 
decision on their request for po­ 
litical asylum.

Young Prisoners Start Fire In 
Jail: Four Perish In Flames 
STUART. Fla (AP) — Four 
youthful inmates were killed 
when fire swept through a max­ 
imum 
security cellblock at 
Martin County Jail late Monday 
night, trapping the victims in 
side their locked cells, author­ 
ities reported today. 
Sheriff Robert L. Crowder 
said preliminary investigation 
indicated that three of the vic­ 
tims apparently set magazines 
and mattresses ablaze, then 
screamed for help when, the 
fire raged out of control. 
The fourth victim, the only 
other prisoner in the upstairs 
cellblock. was confined in an 
adjacent cell, the sheriff said. 
Crowder identified only one 
of the dead inmates, Robert 
Lasset, age 19 or 20. of In 
diantown. Fla. Identity of the 
other three victims was with 


held pending notification of 
relatives. All victims were in 
their late teens or early 20s, the 
sheriff said. 
I.asset had been jailed on 
forgery charges, Crowder said. 
The sheriff said another victim 
was charged with auto theft 


and a third was serving a 
year's sentence for attempted 
forgery. The fourth inmate was 
awaiting transfer to Raiford 
State Prison after being con­ 
victed of second degree mur­ 
der. he said. 
Crowder said smoke from the 
blaze prevented a jailer from 
reaching an electrical switch 
which could have opened the 
doors in the second floor cell­ 
block. 
Fifteen other prisoners in the 
jail escaped injury, Crowder 
said.

a bizarre and ritualistic dis­ 
play. 
Entering the small frame 
bungalow on Detroit’s east side, 
agents

finding

mound of dirt in the front 
room, precisely arranged furni­ 
ture, a pink candle, and an as- 
trologic chart—and on top of 
the mound a naked plastic doll 
with a pen knife stuck in its 
back. 
Beside the mound were seven 
pennies arranged in a semi­ 
circle around a small piece of 
twine, the FBI said. At the head 
were nine more pennies, ar­ 
ranged in a circle around a 
dish 
which 
contained food. 
Nearby was a gold cup filled 
with a clear liquid 
Throughout 
the 
cluttered 
house were newspapers and 
pamphlets, hlacklight posters 
and a large blue poster reading 
“ Fly Delta’s Big Jets.” 
The FBI said eight persons 
lived in the house until Mon­ 
day: Melvin and Jean McNair, 
apparently husband and wife: 
their

and Larry Burgess. 


Burgess, the FBI said, was 
apparently the hijacker who 
posed as a priest registered as 
“The Rev. L. Burgess.” Six 
other names,

children, similar to those given 
by the FBI, were on the air 
liner’s passenger list 
Neil Welch, special agent in 
charge of the Detroit FBI. said 
tittle was known about the hi­ 
jackers, and even less about 
(he symbolic layout they left 
behind. 
James and A1 Moss, brothers 
who live with their wives next 
door, said they had visited the 
o c c u p a n t s of the house 
frequently and had talked with 
the residents about “freedom.” 
“They weren't meat eaters; 
they were into the vegetarian 
thing ” said Al Moss. 
Both he and James Moss said 
the occupants of the house were 
“well-read people.” 
“They talked about moving to 
the country, or about going to 
Africa They never talked about 
it specifically, though. But it 
seemed like they had read ev­ 
ery book in the world They 
were aware they were black, 
and they were proud of it.” 
said James Moss. 
“ I know what the grave (the 
mound) meant in there,” added 
Al “They just buried society, 
the society in which we all live. 
They were ordinary people.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen. 
Thomas F, Eagleton, D-Mo., to­ 
day formally resigned as the 
Democratic party’s nominee for 
vice president, saying his can­ 
didacy has apparently caused 
deep divisions in an already di­ 
vided party. 
In a letter to the party chair­ 
man, Mrs. Jean Westwood, 
Eagleton said the decision had 
not been easy for him and that 
literally thousands and thou­ 
sands of people had urged him 
to stay on the ticket. 
While teiepnones in his office 
jangled with even more ex­ 
pressions of support, Eagleton 
signed and sent off his letter of 
resignation.

DIAMOND TO BUILD SCHOOLS 
The world produces many wonderful 
people and many wonders of nature. 
When we think of Sierra Leone we think 
of Dr. Johnson, the very black, very 
handsome, and very able diplomat many 
years his country’s ambassador to the 
United States. The wisdom and talent 
of men like him help hold the world to­ 
gether in moments of stress. 
Just now a natural wonder has been 
produced by this country, known as the 
Star of Sierra Leona. At 968.9 carats, it 
is the world's third-largest diamond — 
900 carats heavier than the $1 million 
stone which Richard Burton bought for 
Elizabeth Taylor. The government of 
Sierra Leone, which owns a third of the 
as yet uncut stone, has announced that 
no bids for under S2.4 million will be 
accepted. And to make sure that each 
bid is serious, it must be accompanied 
by a certified check for $250,000. 
Looking to the untrained eye like a 
lum p of badly scratched glass, the 2 ^ - 
b v -lV in ch Star of Sierra Leone was dis­ 
covered on Valentine’s Day in a mine 300 
miles north of Freetown, the country’s 
capital. Sale of the gem will help to pro­ 
vide school and hospital funds in the u n ­ 
derdeveloped African country. Diamonds 
were first discovered there in 1930. The 
industry has developed rapidly and now 
accounts for about 65 per cent of Sierra 
Leone’s exports. 
The record for the world’s largest dia­ 
mond is held by the 3.106-carat Cullinan, 
discovered near Pretoria. South Africa, 
in 1905. The stone, given as a gift to King 
Edward VII by the Transvaal govern­ 
ment, was subsequently divided into 96 
gams. All are owned by the British Royal 
family and many form part of the Crown 
Jewels. The second-largest diamond, the 
Excelsior, was found in 1893 in a mine in 
South Africa. At 995.2 carats, it is only 
slightly larger than the Star of Sierra Le­ 
one. The 21 gems cut from it are private­ 
ly owned. 
* It is thought that there are only about 
half a dozen contenders who are both 
knowledgeable and wealthy enough to 
bid for the Star. Among the most likely 
candidates are H airy W inston of New 
York and Asschers of Amsterdam. Who­ 
ever buys the Star of Leone will then 
have to decide how to divide it. T hat’s 
where the real gamble comes in. A rough 
diamond is a complex crystal containing 
many lines along which it can split. Mis- 
judgm ent by the cutters thus can mean 
the loss of tens of thousands of dollars.

Just as there are no two hum an beings 
who are physically alike, so there are no 
two Christians who are exactly the same 
in their spiritual experiences.

which he him ielf considers sin. The 
tru th is, the habit or conduct for the 
other person may not be sin at all. Some 
are slow to comprehend even the Scrip­ 
tures; others grasp a truth readily and 
make their judgm ents quickly. Reception 
of light is progressive, and one should 
never condemn himself for not having 
seen a tru th before now. Let him praise 
the God of light th at the tru th has now 
dawned. And then let him “walk in the 
light” lest it become darkness. 
Not all iippressions are to be taken as 
light. Satan is interested in springing 
“false light” on all of us. Christians have 
been led into fanaticism by following 
every impression that has come.

MANILA (AP) — Fed by in­ 
cessant 
monsoon rains, flood 
waters swept back over much 
of Luzon Island and the greater 
Manila area today. It was the 
worst natural disaster in Philip­ 
pine history. 
Ninety per cent of Manila 
was reported flooded and about 
80 per cent of the labor force 
did not report for work. 
Three more deaths, Including 
one from cholera in Pampanga 
Province, brought the unofficial 
toll t o 308 since1 July 6 . Much of 
14 provinces was under water, 
and at least 2 million persons 
were affected. 
The National Disaster Coordi­ 
nating Center said the floods 
were 
worse than 
those 
last 
month: the water* had begun 
to recede when new monsoons 
came. 
Persons in Pampanga, north 
of Manila, had to climb trees to 
escape drowning. 
The Weather Bureau said a 
low 
pressure area 120 miles 
south of Guam threatened Lu­ 
zon with more rain for the next 
48 hours. 
Officials appealed to the U.S. 
government not to withdraw 14 
U.S. Marine helicopters from 
the carrier Tripoli, which, have 
been flying daily relief flights 
since July 22. The carrier and 
its helicopters had been sched­ 
uled to stay no more than a 
week, and the helicopters were 
reported overdue for mainte­ 
nance in Okinawa.

After 
that came the work of putting 
the laws into fprm for printing 
them, and circulating the printed 
volumes to county clerks — pro­ 
mulgation—so these without ef­ 
fective dates would go into ef­ 
fect. 
Miss Marci Oddi, Indianapolis, 
director of the public law' divi- 
son for the Indiana Legislative 
Council, and Mrs. Shannie B. 
Wilson, the division staff mem­ 
ber in charge of the promulga­ 
tion details, both worked many 
extra hours in getting the new 
laws promulgated. Miss Oddi is 
a 
lawyer 
and 
Mrs. 
Wilson, 
whose home is Muncie, is a law 
student and a former employ­ 
ment counselor for Indiana Bell 
Telephone Company. 
Mrs. Wilson’s efforts includ­ 
ed driving to Versailles Mon­ 
day for the last certificate of 
receipt for the printed 1972 acts 
from the Ripley County clerk 
All 92 receipts were required be- 
fore Governor Whitcomb could 
issue the official proclamation 
that the new laws were in ef­ 
fect. 
The printing of the 1972 Acts 
was done by Central Publishing 
Company, Indianapolis, and. the 
vice president, Von a Lauman, 
w;,as the liaison for the company 
with 
the 
Indiana 
Legislative 
Council. Chief proofreader for 
the volume was Freda Dalton. 
A considerable amount of the 
type setting was done by Rose­

Robert 
Moorhead of Central Publishing, 
quickly added: “We have a lot 
of good men, too.

Moorhead said Miss Lauman 
is a veteran in the publishing 
business, who began 17 years 
ago as a secretary, then ad 
vanced to' office manager, esti­ 
ma tor, account executive and 
finally vice president. Mrs. Dal­ 
ton also has about 12 years of 
experience with the publishmg 
firm. 
The 1972 Acts are the first to 
be published by the Indiana Leg­ 
islative 
Council. 
In 
previous 
years, the secretary of state had 
the responsiblity of getting the 
laws passed by the Legislature 
printed, and circulated for pro­ 
mulgation. Secretary of State 
Larry A. Conrad used what 
turned out to be his last oppor­ 
tunity to circulate a portrait 
of himself and a commendatory 
message in the 1971 Acts. 
Edison L. Thuma, executive 
director of the Indiana Legisla­ 
tive Council, said the cost of 
the 8,500 books containing the 
1972 Acts was approximately 
$38,000 which be said was not 
comparable to the cost of the 
1971 acts since this year repre­ 
sents a shorter duration of leg­ 
islative activity. The appropna- 
ton for the 1971 Acts was $80,000 
but that took two volumes to 
contain all the laws passed by 
the last of the biennial sessions. 


HEW Grant To 
IU Medicine For 
Child Work 


The United States Department 
of Health, Education and Wel­ 
fare has awarded a $191,000 
grant to the Indiana University 
School of Medicine for training 
and 
education 
programs 
for 
specialists who will work with 
children 
with 
developmental 
problems. 
The grant, from the HEW Di­ 
vision of Developmental Disa­ 
bilities. will be used to strength­ 
en and extend throughout Indi­ 
ana services and programs al­ 
ready established at Riley Hos­ 
pital for Children at the Indiana 
University Medical Center. 
Dr. Sterling D. Garrard, for­ 
mer professor of pediatrics at 
the State University of New 
York Upstate Medical Center 
.and a nationally recognized au­ 
thority on developmental prob­ 
lems in children, has been ap­ 
pointed director of Riley’s Child 
Development Center. 
The Riley Center and the De­ 
velopmental Training Center at 
Indiana University-Bloomington 
are two of 36 centers throughout 
the United States selected by 
HEW as bases for a national 
program directed toward de­ 
velopmental disorders. 
Developmental disorders in­ 
clude such problems as mental 
retardation, learning disabili­ 
ties. 
and 
metabolic diseases 
which affect physical, intellec­ 
tual and emotional growth. 
Dr. Morris Green, chairman of 
pediatrics at the I. U. School of 
Medicine, estimates that one in 
every 10 Hoosier children suffer 
from a developmental disorder. 
Many of these disorders may be 
treated or controlled through ap­ 
propriate diagnosis, therapy, re­ 
habilitation, and education, he 
said. 
Major programs to treat or 
control developmental disorders 
have already been established at 
Riley through the support of 
such groups as the Riley Memo­ 
rial 
Foundation, 
the 
Indiana 
State Board of Health, Indiana 
University 
Foundation, 
and 
various Federal agencies. 
Dr. Green said the new grant 
will be administered by Dr. 
Garrard to expand and extend 
these programs throughout the 
state. 
“We hope to co-ordinate re­ 
sources on a regional basis and 
to work with public and private 
agencies at local levels to es­ 
tablish programs which serve 
the continuing needs of these 
children and their families," 
said Dr. Green. 
The sorts of agencies which 
might be served through the 
HEW grant would include day 
care centers and schools special­ 
izing in services for children 
with developmental disorders, 
community mental health cen­ 
ters, and special education pro­ 
grams in public school systems.

Butz Says Too 
Many People 
Leaving Farms 


AMES, 
Iowa (AP) — Too 
many people are leaving farms, 
though the number has been 
drastically reduced and is drop­ 
ping, 
Agriculture 
Secretary 
Earl. Butz said Monday. 
Butz. told newsmen that 106,- 
000 people left the farms in the 
last year of the Johnson admin­ 
istration, compared to an esti­ 
mated 46,000 this year. 
He said the number is drop­ 
ping but it’s “still too many." 
At a news conference, Butz 
talked at some length about 
what he called the opportunity 
to continue expanding foreign 
markets for U. S. agricultural 
products. 
The Soviet Union, he said. Is 
apparently 
ready 
for 
devel­ 
oping 
its 
livestock 
and 
will 
need 
A meric an-grown 
feed 
grain to do the job. 
Butz said he has assured So­ 
viet agriculture officials they 
can depend on American pro­ 
duction of feed grains because 
of this country’s large quantity 
of land and sufficient rainfall. 
He said the Chinese people 
aren’t ready to use .American 
feed grains 'because they don’t, 
have the money and cannot di­ 
vert resources to livestock pro­ 
duction 
until they 
can 
feed 
their people properly. 
U. S. agricultural exports last 
year were $8 billion, Butz said, 
adding that he has set the “am­ 
bitious” 
goal for himself of 
boosting them to $10 billion 
next year. 
Butz was asked about admin­ 
istration. of the Occupational 
Safety Act and. said it 'will be 
done “rather reasonably” so 
it’s not too milch of a burden 
on farmers. 
But he pointed out that agri­ 
culture “is one of the most haz­ 
ardous occupations” and said 
the government wants to make 
it safer. 
In response to questions, Butz 
acknowledged that his job, like 
those of most cabinet officers, 
is political. 
“ I’m not like (vice presiden­ 
tial candidate Thomas) Eagle­ 
ton,” he quipped. “ I have an 
agreement with the President. 
When he has one idea and I 
have another, we adopt his.”
